Kbout 3,000 Polish workers are employed in the plant, and about 100 
German Pe are employed as experts. Three shifts are in operation: 
about 1,200 work during the day and 600 at night. The technical manager 
is named Zygelsky. Two German engineers employed there are Dipl. Ing. 
Zimpel and Ing. Winnecke (metallurgy).
